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Nine Killed and Many 
Injured In Cyclone 

Mill Town of Hollins is Almost Wiped Out—Property 
Damage Extremely Heavy; Great Tracts of Timber 
Destroyed and Cattle Killed 


Sylaeauga, Feb. 4.—Sorrow and 
Badness prevail in the wake of the 
terrific storm of Friday afternoon, 
which cut a path three-quarters of 
a mile in width and swoope1 down 
on several little settlements in the 
southern portion of Clay County 
and northern part of Coosa, leav¬ 
ing in iis wake in this seotion not 
less than nine dead, not less than 
Bis likely to die any moment, and 
from fifty to 100 injured more or 
less. 

The burial of dead began Sat¬ 
urday afternoon, and the last sad 
rites over the victims of the fury 
of the storm spread a pall that 
will be remembered for many 
years. That the list of victims is 
not of greater proportions is simp 
ly a miracle, for wherever the 
storm struck buildings were 
ciumbled as if the structures were 
made of straw. 

The storm struck Hollins, the 
former saw mill town of the Kaul 
Lumber company, eight miles 
from Sylaeauga, about 3:30 in the 
afternoon Friday. Consternation 
prevailed for an hour after the 
terrible experience, and men and 
women worked with all excitement 
but full of vim, to get from under 
the wreckage their less fortunate 
fellow beings. 

The greatest horror at this little 
town was at the school, a three 
room structure, a house strongly 
built with heavy lumber, for there 
was’ in attendance, according to 
Profs. P. L Williams and Roy 
Clifton, teachers,,53 children hold¬ 
ing exercises and several visitors. 
The wind destroyed this building 
completely, threw one end com¬ 
pletely over, lifted the roof and 
let it fall on top of the wrecked 
structure. The children huddled 
together into one room when the 
roar was heard. Two of the chil¬ 
dren met death. Though painful¬ 
ly hurt, Silas Hicks, one of the 
men at the place, worked faithful¬ 
ly getting the children out from 
their perilous position after the- 
storm broke. 

The storm remained 20 minutes 
at least in the community at Hol¬ 
lins, according to some of those 
who went through It. 

Drs. Brannan, Porch and Castle- 
man started to the various towns, 
as did others, and citizens in num¬ 
bers went through the country, 
afoot and on vehicles of all kinds 
to the ill-fated towns Then the 


good citizens of Sylaeauga got 
busy, gathered food stuffs and 
other things to lend succor. 

At Hollins in addition to the 
school house, two churches, the 
store of Groce Johnson, the store 
of J. T. Hardiman, and twenty-odd 
dwelling houses of more or lees 
size were destroyed entirely, or 
badly damaged. 

Weogufka, Coosa County, twelve 
miles from Sylaeauga, perhaps 
had more houses destroyed or dam¬ 
aged. 

The Stewartville damage in¬ 
cludes a number of homes belong¬ 
ing to W. S. Smith. Jack Smith, 
Albert Lambert, Billy Stone, Jim 
Silas, John Portor and others. 
The Midway damage where “Bill” 
House and his grandson, Grady 
House, were killed, included six 
houses and three or four barns 
and a school house. 

Livestock throughout the path 
of the storm was killed, the loss 
in this line alone being havy. Dam¬ 
age was done to the bridge on the 
Anniston-Montgomery highway, 
while fencing in the eutire territo¬ 
ry was scattered as if it were but 
feathers. Timber damage is ex¬ 
ceedingly heavy. 

The physicians of Sylaeauga 
and other places who responded so 
nobly to the call Friday afternoon 
after the terrific wind had cut its 
path, worked hard Saturday at¬ 
tending those who were in need of 
their services. People from various 
sections of Coosa and Clay and 
even Shelby, St. Clair, Jefferson 
and other counties gathered at the 
little communities to view the 
ruins of the little towns and the 
countryside. 

Meager reports are coming to 
Sylaeauga from various sections of 
the country in this direction, 
showing that the wind and rain 
Friday afternoon were heavy, but 
the greater damage, so far as to 
life and limb, was at Hollins, 
Stewartville, Midway and Weo¬ 
gufka

There is a national shortage In 
feed and food stuffs. The South 
can produce earlier than the 
North.

There is a bug, worm or weevil 
for everything that grows. If you 
are afraid of bugs, worms or 
weevils, you are not a successful 
farmer. 

There is no royal road to agri 
cultural success. Nature has many 
ways of forcing one to earn that 
which he gets. 

Many things can be prevented 
that cannot he cured. The time 
to control a pest is to deal it a 
death blow when it first starts. 

A field of cotton thnt is freed of 
weevils before squares are infested 
will be fairly safe for the rest of 
the seasons. “Nip them in the 
bud.” 

The potato bug can be controll¬ 
ed if the plants are sprayed or 

sprinkled with a weak solution of 
Arcenate of Lead, beginning when 
the plants first emerge from the 
ground and applying about once a 
week for four or five weeks. One 
should be careful not to use too 
much and too strong a solution 
that will poison the vitality of the 
plant. It is difficult to control 
potato bugs after they have de¬ 
posited eggs on the under side of 
the leaves, Kill the adults before 
they start a family and the crop 
will be safe. 

Physical or mental labor is a 
habit that produces profit; people 
who learn to love labor get play 
out of everything they do. Play 
is nothing other than fascinating 
work. If you want to be happy 
and prosperous, get the habit and 
teach it to your children while 
they are little.

Food Probe Fund 

Voted By House 


At a meeting of the Alabama Feder¬ 
ation of Women’s Clubs in Mobile, 
December 1904, a resolution, intro¬ 
duced by Mrs. ErwingCraighead, was 
adopted creating the committee on 
School Improvement Associations. 
This committee realized the deplora¬ 
ble fact that Alabama school houses 
were too frequently unsightly, un¬ 
comfortable, and unsanitary in con¬ 
struction. Besides this the school 
houses were seldom adequately pro¬ 
vided with the materials and furnish¬ 
ings necessary for intelligent and ef¬ 
fective teaching, such as black boards, 
maps, pictures, globes, desks, etc. 

The State was doing all it could in 
the matter of appropriations for edu¬ 
cation, so the Federation committee 
made its appeal directly to the com¬ 
munities concerned and for 'seven 
years labored to improve school con¬ 
ditions. 

At a conference for school improve-; 
ment held in December 1907, it was 
decided that the work of school im¬ 
provement had attained such propor¬ 
tions I hat a State association should 
he formed, Accordingly I lie Alabama 
School Improvement Association was 
organized with Mrs. J. D. Matlock, of 
Birmingham, as president. 

In November 1911, the Alabama 
Federation [of Women’s Clubs com¬ 
mittee on school improvement was 
dissolved on recommendation of Mrs. 
E. D. Thomas of Greenville, who re¬ 
ported that the purpose for which it 
was created had been accomplished, 
that the spirit of school improvement 
had touched every county in the State.

The case of P, J. Kroell vs. A. 
P. Longshore, contesting Judge 
Longshore’s right to hold the of¬ 
fice of President of the Board of 
Revenue, come up this week be¬ 
fore Judge Duke in circuit court, 
and has consumed a good deal of 
the time of the court. Judge Duke 
finally decided in favor of Kroell. 
The ease will be appealed at once 
to the Supreme Court. 

This case grew out of a Bill 
which was passed by the 1915 Leg¬ 
islature making the offices of Pres 
ident and members of the Board of 
Revenue of this county elective. 

Kroell was President of the 
Board by appointment at the time 
and did not run for this position 
in the November election, but ran 
for a subordinate place from his 
District. 

Mr. Ruffin ran in the Democratic 
primary, but was overwhelmingly 
defeated by Mr. Davidson. Mr, 
Kroell in his District run away be¬ 
hind the Democratic ticket in the 
general election. His District 
should have given him something 
like 150 majority and he won by 
less than 60 majority. Judge Long¬ 
shore was the Republican noruiuee. 

The people of the county feel 
that a great injustice lias been 
done, not by the Court, because 
the law was clearly unconstitution¬ 
al, but they feel that Kroell and 
Rullin should have raised this 
proposition before the election. 
That they run under this law, 
Ruffin being defeated and Kroell 
barely getting in in a Democratic 
district, that it showed poor faith 
in these men when they have ac¬ 
cepted the positions under the law 
to raise the question, and it strikes

Better Farming in the South 


WHAT THE CROPS ARE ASKING FOR 


Feed the Plants Properly and the Soil Can Be Built Up Instead of Run Down 
While Increasing Crop Yields 



J. N. HARPER 
Agronomist. 


Staple crops 
take out large 
amounts of plant 
food from the soil. 
For example: A 
cotton crop of one 
bale per acre will 
remove from the 
land in ■ seed, 
leaves, stalks and’ 
bolls, about 77 
pounds of nitro¬ 
gen 54 pounds of 
potash and 28 
pounds of phos¬ 


phoric acid. A 40 bushel crop 
of corn will remove in the grain, stalk 
and fodder about 64 pounds of nitro¬ 
gen, 64 pounds of potash and 34 pounds 
of phosphoric acid. A 40 bushel crop 
of oats will remove in the grain and 
straw about 35 pound's of nitrogen, 
41 pounds of potash and 16 pounds of 
phosphoric acid. If, however, stalks, 
boils, straw, etc., are plowed under, 
some of the plant fo^cl wni bo 
ed to the soil. 

Cotton Fertilizer Problem 

With the present price of cotton and 
other farm ■ products, it will pay the 
farmer to give more attention this 
Spring to the problems of soil build¬ 
ing and to the intelligent use of fer¬ 
tilizers than ever before. Some of 
the best farmers of the South have 
adopted the plan of returning to the 
soil in fertilizers, the money received 
from all or part of their cottonseed. 
This is a good plan and should be 
more generally adopted. 

Enough Plant Food for Best Yields 

It takes from 300 pounds to 400 
pounds of fertilizer to make a good 
weed in cotton, or a good stalk in 
corn, and unless amounts above these 
are used, full returns cannot be ex¬ 
pected because large amounts must be 
applied to produce the fruit and the 
grain. ' 

The amount of fertilizer that can 
be used profitably will vary with the 
different soil types, seasons and with 
the different crops grown. The most 
important factor, however, governing 
the amount of fertilizer that can be 
used with profit is the price of the 
article produced. At the present price 
of cotton, it will pay to use on most 
of the soil types of the South larger 
amounts of fertilizer than heretofore. 

To Meet Boll Weevil Situation 

When grown under boll weevil con¬ 
ditions, cotton should be liberally fer¬ 
tilized and this fertilizer should con¬ 
tain a large percentage of phosphoric 
acid, which ingredient hastens its ma¬ 
turity. A fertilizer containing an am¬ 
ple supply of ammonia should also be 
used to start the plant off quickly in 
its growth. The farmer must ever 


bear in mind that the best way he can 
fight the boll weevil is to force his 
cotton to a quick growth and to an 
early maturity. Many farmers in the 
boll' weevil district, are finding that 
peanuts and soy beans are splendid 
substitutes for cotton. Unless these 
crops are well fertilized, however, with 
the fertilizer carrying high percentage 
of phosphate, good yields cannot be 
expected. 

, How to Tell What Is Necessary 

Tho farmer can oftentimes deter¬ 
mine the element most needed in his 
fertilizer by noting the manner of 
growth of cotton on his different soil 
types. When the growth is slow and 
the plants have a yellow, unhealthy 
look, nitrogen (or ammonia) should be 
applied in rather large amounts. If, 
however, the plants look vigorous, but 
are not fruiting well, phosphoric acid 
should be used liberally. 

Generally speaking, for poor soils, the 
most important o’orr.cr.t of a ferti ,! zo" 
Ulu " is nitrogen, and the next most import¬ 
ant is phosphorous. Therefore, for 



MAINTENANCE OF DIRT ROADS 


Illinois State Highway Department 
Makes Comments That Partly An¬ 
swer Oft-Repeated Question. 

All.through the central states there 
seems to be at present an unexpected 
interest in earth’rodds, and there is a 
widespread desire to have an authori¬ 
tative opinion on the field for which 
such roads are adapted. It is a sub¬ 
ject on which many experienced road 
engineers are not willing to make any 
statements for fear of being misun¬ 
derstood or misquoted, but the road 
engineer of the Illinois state highway 
department has recently made some 


poor soils we would recommend under 
present war conditions, which makes 
potash scarce, a fertilizer for cotton 
and corn analyzing;, about 9 per cent 
available phosphoric acid and 3 per 
cent ammonia and 2 per cent potash. 
For peanuts 12 per cent phosphoric 
acid, 2 per cent ammonia and 2 per 
cent potash. For fertile soils we would 
recommend for cotton and corn, a fer¬ 
tilizer analyzing 12 per cent available 
phosphoric acid, 2 per cent ammonia 
and 2 per cent potash, and for peanuts, 
a fertilizer analyzing 12 per oent phos¬ 
phoric acid, 1 1-2 per oent ammonia 
and 2 per cent potash. For the sandy 
loam soils of the coastal plaip, pot¬ 
ash is the most essential and for to¬ 
bacco and truck crops must be applied 
in liberal amounts, y 

The reason that nitrogen or ammo¬ 
nia is so necessary an element for prac¬ 
tically all soils is because the nitrates 
are soluble in water, and are, there¬ 
fore, constantly leaching out of the 
land. The farmers should try to store 
up as much nitrogen in the soil as 
possible by growing such crops as 
beans, peas, clover, vetches, etc., which 
plants add nitrogen to the soil from 
the atmosphere. Practically all soils 
of the South are well adapted to the 
growing of these legumes. 

If, however, crops are grown in ro¬ 
tation with legumes, it will still be 
necessary to use commercial forms of 
niftrogqn to obtain the best results. 
While nitrogen is the main element of 
a fertilizer, on poor land phosphoric 
acid is the most essential and in prac¬ 
tically all of the tests that have been 
made in the South, better results have 
been obtained with soluble phosphoric 
acid than with finely ground phosphate 
rocks or floats.

comments that answer a part of this 
oft-repeated question as follows: “The 
earth road cannot, by any system of 
maintenance, be kept up throughout 
‘the entire year to the usual standard 
of the other types. The use of the road 
in a wet and softened condition Is 
what causes the trouble. Under the 
conditions where the earth road is a 
isuitable type, its total cost for. con¬ 
struction and maintenance is less than 
that of any other type. In dry weather 
and when it is not too dusty, the prop¬ 
erly constructed and maintained earth 
oad is by far more pleasant and more 
satisfactory to travel upon than any 
other road. With neglected main¬ 
tenance, however, no other type of 
oad can go to pieces and become im¬ 
passable so quickly as an earth road. 
Nor, on the other hand, can any other 
type be brought to a satisfactory con¬ 
dition for travel so quickly and so 
cheaply after having been impassable. 
From these peculiar features, it will 
be noted that practically the entire 
problem with earth roads is their 
proper drainage and systematic main¬ 
tenance. The opportunity for better- 
ug our road conditions by properly 
mproving • the eartli roads is almost 
beyond our imagination.”

STITCH IN TIME SAVES NINE

Our patriotic citizens should see 
that something is done' to help 
these schools The supplements 
many are having to pay is a heavy 
burden The-local tax. will stop 
these supplements, 

If we assess the local tax, we 
can have longer schools and better 
school facilities. Five counties in 
the State have already acted, oth¬ 
ers are going to act in March and 
some in April. Every county that 
levies the three mill tax, will re¬ 
ceive a bonus from the State 
Treasury of $3,000. If we assess 
the three mill tax, we will get the 
$3,000 also which will add that 
much more to our school fund. 

I urge upon every trustee of 
every school to attend this meet¬ 
ing and urge other people in his 
neighborhood to come. We must 
endeavor to have the best schools 
possible in Shelby County.

Judge John Pelham 
Dies In Montgomery 



Monigom-ry, 84nrc.li 5.—Judge 
John Pelham, a member of the 
Alabama court of appeals since 
that e.>urt was orgonizeri in 1911, 
died at a local hospital here this 
afternoon at 3:30 o’clock after a 
lingering illness. His death fol¬ 
lowed an illness of several weeks 
and his condition has been such 
for the past ten da\s that but lit¬ 
tle hop8 was held for his recovery. 

When the report of Judge Pel 
haul’s death reached the capitol 
an order was ieeued by the execu¬ 
tive department for the lowering 
of the American flog on the dome 
to half mast and for the closing of 
all offices in the state building 
during the hour of funeral 

Judge Pelham had been a prom¬ 
inent figure in the politics of the 
stole since i he beginning of the 
new century He was burn August 
23, 1865, at Alexandria, Calhoun 
county, being the son of Judge 
Charles Pelham. He was educated 
at the'Presbyterian school in' Tal¬ 
ladega, and in 1888 graduated

PREPARE FOR CORN 
Prepare corn land deep and har¬ 
row until thoroughly pulverized. 
Plant upland corn the last half of 
March. Cultivate corn shallow 
and fertilize on both sides of the 
row when the corn is about knee 
high. Plant one gallon of good 
sound velvet beans per acre in 
hills about six feet apart. When 
fodder is ripe bend the stalk to the 
ground just above the ear. This 
will not injure the corn and will 
prevent the beans from pulling it 
down and making it difficult to 
harvest. 

Plant corn on rich damp bot¬ 
toms in May. Prepare the land 
by freaking and harrowing about 
three times before planting. The 
more the soil is cultivated before 
planting the greater the yield and 
the less cultivation necessary after 
planting. , 

HLANT COTTON EARLY 
Prepare land for cotton early 
and let the ridgea settle, Harrow 
them down level at planting time 
The best time to plant is the fol¬ 
lowing: South Alabama from 

March 15th to April 1st; Middle 
Alabama from April 1st to April 
15th; and North Alabama from 
April 15th to April 25th. Cotton 
planted in May hereafter will he 
very uncertain. 

The best time to fight boll wee¬ 
vil is the early stages of the crop 
before squares are infested. Cul 
tivate shallow, often and late.

Shelby Must 
Pay Debts 


Under a ruling of Judge I. 
Grubb, given Saturday, the board of 
revenue of Shelby county must pay 
the amount of current, indebtedness 
due the Wayne County Home and 
Savings bank of Detroit, Mich., from 
the special road fund of Shelby coun¬ 
ty. The amount t£ be paid is approx¬ 
imately $12,000. Judge Grubb also is¬ 
sued an order that all moneys receiv¬ 
ed by the Shelby county officials for 
the special road fund shall be paid in¬ 
to the federal court until the final set¬ 
tlement of the suits against Shelby 
county officials that are now pending 
in the court. 

Sometime ago suits were filed in the 
federal court by the Wayne County 
bank by Newell Brothers of Birming¬ 
ham and M. R. Rice & Co , of Toledo, 
O., against the board of revenue, the 
county treasurer and county commis¬ 
sioners of Shelby county for amounts 
due for road building and the con¬ 
struction of the court house. The 
suits are still pending, but owing to 
certain conditions in Shelby, Attor¬ 
ney W. L. Smith of Brewton, repre¬ 
senting the Wayne County bank, se¬ 
cured an order from the court order¬ 
ing the above payment. It is under¬ 
stood the amounts claimed by the oth¬ 
er parties are about $100,000 each. All 
the suits were filed separately and 
will be so tried—Birmingham Age- 
Herald, March 5.

There were 2,299 deaths report¬ 
ed for January 1917, and 2,171 
deaths for the corresponding 
month of last year. Notwithstand¬ 
ing the larger number of deaths 
for January of this year, the rate 
per 1000 of population is actually 
less. The rate for January 1916 
was 11 &2, while that for January 
1917 is 9.76 per 1000 of popula¬ 
tion. However, a careful study of 
the records discloses the fact that 
the report for January of this 
year is more complete then that 
for January of last year. Hence 
the conclusion that health condi¬ 
tions are better this year than last 
is fully warranted. 

Birth for January 1917 number¬ 
ed 4,796, rate 23.3. For January 
1916 the number was 4,121 and 
the rate 21.2, 

In January measles killed 5 chil¬ 
dren, whooping cough 13, scarlet 
fever 7, and diphtheria 17. Do 
not take chances with these dis¬ 
eases. “It is better to be safe 
than sorry.”

The public is gradually awaken¬ 
ing to the fact that there is too 
much display, too many blowouts 
and entertainments in the schools 
that do nobody any good, but cost 
valuable time in preparation.—

There is no justice in placing a 
licenses on automobiles to travel 
over our roads in Alabama, and at 
the same time let the sawmill men 
who operate several log drays haul 
logs over the public roads the year 
round and cut the roads up in wet 
weather to where they are impass 
abl, and they not required to pay 
licenses to help keep up the public 
roads. We are in favor of taxing 
everybody alike, and w.e believe 
a license tax should be put on all 
log drays as well as on automobiles 
If you operate an automobile on 
the public highways in Alabama 
you are forced under the law to 
pay a license tax of from $7.50 to 
$25.00 and an extra 50 cent fee 
for issuing the-licenses, and if you 
happen to kill a chicken or a dog 
you have to pay the price the 
owner asks, be it much or small. 
We repeat it again, there is no 
justice in such laws, and at the 
same time we believe that the saw¬ 
mill men over the State would be 
willing to pay a licenses on every 
log dray that they operate over 
our public highways to help main¬ 
tain the roads. 


The farmers in this section have 
begun to turn their land, prepar¬ 
ing for another crop. It is to be 
hoped that they will plant most of 
their acreage in food crops this 
year, and what little cotton they 
raise make it a surplus crop. 

Talladega county held an elec¬ 
tion on cattle tick eradication on 
February 20, and the vote was two 
to one in favor of eradication of 
the cattle tick. In nearly every 
county in the State where an elec¬ 
tion has been held, the people fa¬ 
vored dipping their cattle to free 
them from the tick. There is no 
doubt but what it is the proper 
thing to do, and we will leave the 
matter for the farmers of Shelby 
county to decide. 

What Is the Remedy? 


The nations now at war will be 
exceedingly eager to sell their pro¬ 
ducts. Millions of men now en¬ 
gaged at the front or performing 
the multitudinous forms of service 
necessary to maintain the armies 
in the field will be released. They 
will return to the arts of peace. 
Their products must find a market 
and what field will be more attrac¬ 
tive than the greatest neutral na¬ 
tion, rich beyond compare, largely 
because of goods sold in Europe by 
reason of the war? Is it reasona¬ 
ble to think otherwise than that 
our importers will flood our mark¬ 
ets with foreign made goods at a 
lower price than we can manufac¬ 
ture them and pay Amerioan 
wages? What is the remedy? We 
see but one—a Protective Tariff. 
If we are not sufficiently Protected 
we shall see one of two things: 
First, our manufacturing plants 
closed or running on short time; 
or, second, our workmen receiving 
lower wages. This seems to us as 
plain and clear as anything in the 
future can be. This is one of the 
reasons why we were so anxious to 
see the Republicans win the recent 

presidential election. Mr. Hughes 
and the Republican party stood 
and stand for a Protective Tariff; 
President Wilson and the Demo¬ 
cratic party stand for a low Tariff,

A teacher under contract may be 
excused by the conductor from at¬ 
tending in the county while the 
schools are in session, provided a phy¬ 
sician’s certificate, a properly filled 
enrollment sheet, and the usual fee of 
seventy-five cents have been sent in.

Branches, and every teacher who 
teaches the high school grades will be 
expected to bring a copy of Methods 
of Teaching in the High School.

Why toil 
and tug over the soil trying to 
grow something, when vegetables 
could be bought from the green 
grocer? has come into the mind 
when the temperature was high. 

Wastefulness in small things has 
been a habit not peculiar to Amer¬ 
ica, for in these war times, when 
food is scarce everywhere, the 
governments of Great Britain, 
France, Germany and Austria 
alike are urging their people to 
cultivate something to eat. Every¬ 
body in Europe is being ordered 
economize. 

In the United States—in this 
land of plenty—enough food is 
wasted year in and year out to 
sustain a large and sturdy nation. 
And one of our glaring defects is 
the neglect on the part of house¬ 
holders to cultivate a kitchen gar¬ 
den. 

The United States government, 
through the horticultural bureau 
of the department of agriculture, 
has been for several^ years trying 
to interest all families who have 
yard space in the kitchen garden. 
And the movement has made sub¬ 
stantial progress. This year it 
should bound ahead. “Raise 
something to eat” is now the Amer¬ 
ican slogan, as well as the old 
world slogan. • 

State commissioners of agricul¬ 
ture have taken up the line of 
work that has been persued by the 
federal government. More atten¬ 
tion to the home garden is being 
insisted upon. H~re in Alabama 
Commissioner Wade is performing 
valuable Bervice this season jn his 
weekly letters to the farmers about 
crops—what to plant and how to 
till. While he directs his thoughts 
mostly to husbandary in its large 
sense he also gives timely advice 
to the amateur gardner. He is 
right when he says that a space 25 
by 50 or 100 feet can be made to 
produce vegetables enough to feed 
a large family, and have some to 
sell besides. If Mr. Wade’s ideas 
about the little matters are follow¬ 
ed this year Alabama will be far 
richer twelve months hence than it 

is today. And everybody will have 
Irish potatoes in plenty.— Birm¬ 
ingham Age-Herald.

The results of the recent teachers’ 
examination are significant from 
more than one standpoint. They are 
both encouraging and discouraging. 

In spite of the fact that this exam¬ 
ination came at the middle of the 
school year, 46 certificates were issued 
on the basis of graduation and 114 ex¬ 
piring certificates were extended for 
a period of one year. In addition to 
this number, 15 certificates from oth¬ 
er states were validated for use in 
Alabama, most of these having been 
originally issued on the basis of col¬ 
lege or normal school work. 

Of the 2438 applicants who wrote 
the examination at this time, only 769 
received certificates. In other words 
81.6 per cent of those who wrote the 
examination pased and 68 4 per cent 
failed. This percentage of failures is 
unusually high and is no doubt ac¬ 
counted for by the fact that most of 
those best qualified are seeking certi¬ 
ficate's through graduation or are hav¬ 
ing their certificates extended by per¬ 
suing professional courses in the sev¬ 
eral recognized summer schools. 

The most lamentable feature of tl.e 
examination is the exceedingly large 
number of rejections because of the 
use of unfair means in the attempt to 
secure certificates. The papers of 164 
applicants were rejected because they 
presented conclusive evidence of un¬ 
fairness. 

Beginning with the April 1917 ex¬ 
amination each applicant for an Ala¬ 
bama teacher’s certificate upon the 
basis of examination will be required 
to write the examination in the coun¬ 
ty in which he is ^living, teaching or 
attending school at the time the, ex¬ 
amination is held. County superin¬ 
tendents are instructed to refuse ad¬ 
mittance to any applicant coming 
from another county unless that ap¬ 
plicant presents, before entering the 
examinetion room, a permit issued 
and signed by the State Superintend¬ 
ent. In order to obtain such a per¬ 
mit application must be made to the 
State Department of Education at 
least ten days previous to the date of 
the examination. Blank forms for 
this purpose may be had from the 
county superintendents. 

A teacher desiring to make applica¬ 
tion for the extension of a certificate 
is no longer required to attend the 
examination, provided he places in 
the hands of the county superintend¬ 
ent his certificate, application and fee 
on or before the first day of the ex¬ 
amination marking the expiration of 
the certificate to be extended. It is 
the purpose of this ruling to save 
time and expense for those who at¬ 
tempt to keep abreast with education¬ 
al advancement by pursuing exten¬ 
sion courses.

New York, March 2.—Shipping 
destroyed since the war began, 
exclusive of war vessels, represents 
10 per cent of the world’s merchant 
marine as it existed on August 1, 
1914, according to the figures 
published by the Journal of Com¬ 
merce today. Construction of 
warships has offset most of the 
losses, it was stated. 

The statistics record the de¬ 
struction of 2,573 vessels, of 4,- 
811,100 gross tons, of which more 
than half was owned by Great 
Britain. The next heaviest suf¬ 
ferer has been Norway, with 
France third. Italy fourth and 
Germany fifth. Entente losses 
have been about 75 per cent of the 
total, and Teutonic 20 per cent. 

The figures list 202 vessels of 
approximately 420,460 gross ton¬ 
nage was definitely reported de¬ 
stroyed during February. This 
compares with 164 vessels of 338,- 
851 tonnage in January. The 
February figures were highest for 
a single month.

Alabama is going to be ‘'bone- 
dry” after July 1, 1917, as no 
more whiskey can be shipped into 
this State after that date. 

They say that the high-cost of 
living is going to be greatly reduc¬ 
ed in a Bhort while. We think it 
is time for something to be reduc¬ 
ed, and especially food prices. 

We understand that several new 
business houses will be built in 
Columbiana at once. Let the 
good work go on, as we need more 
business houses and office build¬ 
ings. 

At a meeting of the Board of 
Revenue held last Thursday, two 
thousand dollars was appropriated 
to repair the public roads of the 
county, and we understand that 
State will give the county $2,000, 
for road putposes, which will be a 
neat sum to help fix county high¬ 
ways. 

A large majority of the farmers 
in Alabama- this year are going 
to fightj the boll weevil by plant¬ 
ing more corn and other food 
crops. That’s a sensible view to 
take of the situation, and we hope 
the farmers will carry out their 
promise and not plant much acre¬ 
age in cotton this spring 

There waB only 1,101 persons 

that.paid their poll taxes for 1916 

in this county, winch amounted to 

$1,921.50. This accounts for the 

public schookfunds being short in 
V 

this county. Nearly every county 
in the State is in the shape. It is 
very important that the people pay 
their'poll tax every year, as the 
poll tax money goes to help edu¬ 
cate your children. 

The citizens of Columbiana have 
paid out enough extra money for 
fire insurance during the past ten 
or twelve years to install an up-to- 
date water works system. Why 
keep on paying out this extra 
money when we could install the 
system and pay for it in a few 
years by having our insurance rate 
reduced to about half of the pres¬ 
ent rate which we are forced to 
pay on account of not having 
water works? Now is the proper 
time to talk and act on this im¬ 
portant question. By installing 
the water works system everybody 
in Columbiana would be benefited. 


Treasurers in Trouble 


It was a decision of the supreme 
court which decreed that if a 
treasurer pays out money on a 
warrant from the proper legal au¬ 
thorities in due form, that said 
treasurer is personally liable for 
the monejr if a court should decide 
that the warrant should not have 
been issued. That makes a treas¬ 
urer hesitate in all doubtful cases 
until a court compels him to pay. 

Not only is this so, but there is 
also a law by which a penalty of 
10 per cent is imposed on the 
treasurer if he refuses to pay a 
doubtful warrant. That is, if the 
treasurer pays the warrant he is 
liable for all the money it calls for ; 
if he refuses to pay it he is_liable 
for 10 per oent of it, as a punish¬ 
ment. 

Jefferson county now has a case 
that illustrates the foolishness of 
these conflicting laws, or court de¬ 
cisions and the law. After, or 
during a fight over the solicitor’s 
office and the pay of assistants, 
the treasurer stands to lose some 
money through the conflict of bad¬ 
ly made laws. If he pays the as¬ 
sistant solicitors he is liable for 
the whole amount. If he does not 
pay them he is liable for 10 per 
cent of the amount. The treas¬ 
urer wisely waits to be forced — 
Birmingham Ledger. 

Twenty-five Dry States 


There are now twenty-five states 
in the United States that are un¬ 
der the prohibition laws, namely 
Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, Col¬ 
orado, Georgia, Idaho, Indiana, 
Iowa, Kansas, Maine, Michigan, 
Mississippi, Montana, Nebraska, 
North Carolina, North Dakota, 
Oklahoma, Oregon, South Carolina, 
South Dakota, Tennessee, Utah, 
Virginia, Washington, and West 
Virginia. Notwithstanding, the 
bulk of the territory of the nation 
continuesto live in wet territory. 

The supreme court of the United 
States recently upheld the Webb- 
Kenyon bill prohibiting the ship¬ 
ment of liquor into dry territory, 
and as a result a number of states 
passed more stringent liquor legis¬ 
lation. Oregon and Tennessee, 
for example, passed “bone dry” 
bills, while others like South Caro¬ 
lina are gradually reducing the 
consumption of liquor by diminish¬ 
ing the quantity allowed to be im¬ 
ported. 

Europe Will Invade 


The total debt of the nations at 
war is estimated at nearly $60,- 
000,000,000. When an individual 
gets into debt he makes many 
sacrifices in order to get out. 
European nations will be in exact¬ 
ly that situation at the close of 
the war and they will sell Euro¬ 
pean products in others marketB at 
as low a figure as necessary in 
order to get money in exchange 
for their goods. Moreover, they 
will naturally make their greatest 
effort to sell their goods in the 
markets where money is most plen¬ 
tiful. We have only one way of 
keeping them from selling their 
goods at destructively low compet- 
tive prioes in our market and that 
is through a Protective Tariff.— 
Carrollton (Mo.) Republican- 
Record. 


Government Buys 
Large Quantity of Oats 

San Antonio, Tex., March 8.— 
Contracts were let today by Col. 
Harry L. Rogers, chief quarter¬ 
master of the Southern Depart¬ 
ment, for more than 2,000,000 
bushels of oats. Although the 
price was not announced, it is un¬ 
derstood that the contracts were 
on the basis of about 70 cents per 
bushel, representing an outlay by 
the government in excess of $1,- 
400,000.

FOOD PRICES GO

Chicago, March 8,—Food sta¬ 
ples dropped in price materially 
today.

Childs, special assistant attorney 
general, would depart at once for 
Washington with evidence to show 
that great quantities of food stuffs 
were being held in storage here 
and that present high prices were 
unwarranted in many oases.

Recently a Southern fertilizer con¬ 
cern obtained a large order for acid 
phosphate from Holland at $55 per ton.

phatic fertilizers most readily availa¬ 
ble as plant food. Hence this is why 
agricultural authorities are stressing 
its use in fertilizers for boll weevil 
territory, where the purpose is to- has¬ 
ten maturity of the plants and to get 
as much cotton set as possible before 
the weevil has developed in sufficient 
number to get all the new squares and 
the bolls that form, as it will do later 
on in the season.

Inquiry—“How would yo.u fertilize 
to beat the boll weevil to the cotton?” 

In growing cotton under boll weevil 
conditions, several factors must be 
given consideration. The land should 
be well drained and well Supplied with 
vegetable matter. Good seed of a va¬ 
riety adapted to the locality should 
be chosen, and, of course, a variety 
that will mature its fruit quickly and 
resist wilt should be planted. Fer¬ 
tilize libehally, and properly cultivate. 

On the heavier soils, such as the red 
clays and clay loams, the use of a fer¬ 
tilizer carrying 10 per cent to 12 per 
cent phosphoric acid, 3 to 4 per cent 
nitrogen and a small per cent of pot¬ 
ash, if it can be had, shculd be used. 
Apply at the rate of 250 to 400 pounds 
per acre. On lighter soils in which 
nitrogen, phosphorus and potash are 
-.l! usu°lly deficien*. a fertilizer carry 
ing all three elements is desirable. 
Use 10 to 12 per cent phosphoric acid, 
3 or 4 per cent nitrogen and.l or 2 
per cent potash, at the rate of 300 to 
400 pounds to the acre. 


SOY BEANS IN THE ROTATION. 


Inquiry—“Will you recommend a 
rotation in_which soy beans, cotton 
and some other crop will be used?” 

Soy beans are highiv recommended. 
They are a legume and, theref.re, do 
not require much nitrogen. The hay 
is abundant and the feeding value 
high. The oil mills alford a ready 
market for the bean, and the cake 
which is produced by the mills has 
splendid feeding values. 

A good rotation to follow is cotton 
followed by corn with soy beans, fol¬ 
lowed by oats and cowpeas. For 
southern conditions Hollybrook and 
Mammouth Yellow are recommended. 
—J. N. HARPER* Agronomist. 




10 PAY POLL TAX 


Montgomery, March 8.—No lees 
than 17,000 persons have deliber¬ 
ately disfranchised themselves 
this year by failure to pay their 
poll taxes before February 1. 
Record of A. C. Pearson, file clerk 
of the state auditor’s office, which 
have been completed with the ex¬ 
ception of Houston county, show 
that only 77,824 persons paid poll 
taxes during the year and put 
themselves in position to vote In 
the event of any election this year. 

During the preceding year 89, 
998 poll taxes were paid, showing 
a decrease of 12,174 for this year. 
The annual increase of poll taxes 
because of boys becoming of age 
and persons moving into the state 
is estimated at 7500. Thus the 
real decrease this year is about 
19,000, minus between 2000 and 
3000 who were not required to pay- 
poll taxes because they became 
members of the organized militia 
during the year. 

Total collections from poll taxes 
this y ear were $140,062 60, com¬ 
pared with $212,911.50 last year, a 
decrease of $72,894. The burden 
caused by the decrease will he 
borne by the public Bchool system. 

Jefferson county paid in the 
largest amount for poll taxrs. 
$18,328 50, while Walker was st-c 
ond with $4,64L and Mobile third 
with $4,296. 

1,101 paid poll taxes for 1916 
in Shelby county, which amounted 
to $1,921.60

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Railroad Strike Settled; 
Brotherhoods Victorious 


Washington, March 19.—The 
Adamson eight-hour railroad law 
was held constitutional and valid 
in all respects today by the Su¬ 
preme Court. The decision makes 
eight hours the standard of a day’s 
work and wages for men in opera¬ 
tion of trains and legalizes the 
wage increase which went into 
tentative effect on its passage. 

The court’s decision was five to 
four, with Justices Day, Pitney, 
Vundevanter and McReynolde dis¬ 
senting. 

Federal Judge Hook's ruling in 
the Missouri, Oklahoma <fc Gulf 
Railroad test case, enjoining en¬ 
forcement of the Adamson act and 
holding it “unconstitutional and 
void,” was reversed. 

The immediate effect of .the de¬ 
cision will be to fix a permanent 
basic-eight hour day in computing 
wage scales in interstate railroads, 
for which a nation-wide strike 
twice has been threatened, and to 
give, effective from January 1, 
this year, increases in wages to 
about 25 per cent at the cost to 
railroads estimated at from $40,- 
000,000 to $50,000,000 a year. 

The court, through Chief Justice 
White, declared both carriers and 
their emp:o\es engaged in a busi¬ 
ness charged with a public inter 
est subject to the right of Con¬ 
gress to campulsorily arbitrate a 
dispute affecting the operating of

Yielding to the appeal of President 
Wilson and facing the probability 
of this country’s entrance into the 
world war, the railroads early to¬ 
day granted the demands of the 
four brotherhoods of employes fer 
a basic eight-hour day. 

The decision is regarded as a 
complete surrender to/the brother- 
hdods, brought about, however, 
after the patriotism of the rail¬ 
road managers Jiad befen put to the 
teast, Phe President’s mediators, 
playing what the considered their 
last trump card, were not success 
ful in their mission, until after 
more than fifty hours of anxious 
conferences, all of which pointed, 
within a short lime before the de¬ 
cision was announced, to an ine¬ 
vitable deadlock. 

Secretary of the Interior Lane 
and the other mediators were visi¬ 
bly affected when told of the ac¬ 
tion of the railroad managers. Mr. 
Lane sent immediately for the 
committee of the railroads, and 
turning to Elisha Lee, their spok¬ 
esman, said : 

“This is a magnificent thing 
that you have done for your coun¬ 
try, It wii! go down in history as 
one of the greatest things you ever 
did.”

1 OF COTTON 


Planting cotton early has been 
advocated so extensively that se¬ 
rious mistakes may occur in many 
cases by planting too early and 
crop getting killed by the late 
frost. The extreme in either case 
would be bad. Early planting is 
the best but does not mean much 
earlier than the usual time of first 
planting. It simply means to be¬ 
gin about the us-ual time and hur¬ 
ry through with it and avoid 
stretching planting through a 
whole month and ending up late. 
It is a common habit with many 
people to jump from one extreme 
to the other which is equally as 
dangerous. The conservative side 
of any proposition is the middle 
ground between two extremes, 
Cultivation of a cotton crop 
should begin just as soon as the 
plants come up. Cotton dates its 
age nearly as much from the be 
ginning of cultivation as it does 
from planting, Mucii earliness is 
often lost by allowing cotton to 
stand two or three weeks before 
cultivation is started. All culti¬ 
vation should be shallow and often. 
TAKE CARE OF HORSES 
The winter has been long and 
wet, feeding stuff is scarce and 
high. For these reasons horses 
and mules have been allowed to 
stand idle on a light ration. Many 
of them are tender and weak. The 
.long period of wet weather has 
forced the heavy plowing to be 
done just hi advance of planting 
and'will work a hardship on the 
farm animals even with the best of 
masters. In view of the -weak 
tender condition of the animals, 
the volume of heavy work to be 
done in a short time and the in¬ 
creasing temperature, the wise 
master will give his animals close 
attention and increase their feed 
in proportion to the work which 
they perform. It will not pay to 
economize by the loss of horse 
flesh and horse power either by 
over work or short feeding at the 
beginning,of the crop. 

See that the collars fit the 
shoulders and the harness is other¬ 
wise confortable. Horses fret 
when uncomfortable, often enrag¬ 
ing the temper of the plowman and 
criminal abuses are sometimes the 
result; all of which may he avoid¬ 
ed by a little carefulness in look¬ 
ing after the comfort of the ani¬ 
mals. The horse will furnish the 
power in proportion to his treat¬ 
ment and feed hut the man must 
furnish the common Bense.

Shelby County Teacher’s 
Institute A Success 


On last Wednesday morning at 
the appointed hour the Institute 
was called to order by the conduc¬ 
tor, R, E. Ledbetter. Greetings 
of welcome were extended to the 
teachers by Miss Maude Luttrell 
and Prof. Leftwich. Response by 
E. Horn, after which ushers, a 
time keeper and a reporter were 
appointed. Next in order was the 
enrollment of the teachers, 93 waB 
the number enrolled. 

The first thing for the nfternoan 
session was an address by MisB 
Bradford, one of the conductors, 
subject: “The Teacher and the 
School,” in which she very clearly 
set forth some of the characteris¬ 
tics of a good teacher, viz: Will 
power, determination, preparation 
and responsibility. She said 
“Every true teacher teaches be¬ 
cause she loves to teach.” “Life 
is a ceaseless sturdy march to an 
unknown goal.” Teachers should 
have faith in God, faith in men 
and women and faith in children. 

Next innrder were departmental 
meetings. Miss Bradford presid¬ 
ing over the primary department, 
where she discussed primary read¬ 
ing in a most beneficial way. Mr. 
Ledbetter had charge of the inter¬ 
mediate and grammar grades, dis¬ 
cussing in a most interesting way, 
spelling. Prof. Leftwich presided 
over the High School department. 

In the goneral session the next 
topic discussed by Mr. Ledbetter 
was “Better Rural Schools”. He 
said “The demand is for better pre¬ 
pared teachars.” How? By taking 
the reading circle work, and by a 
careful study of child life and 
child nature. 

On Wednesday evening a recep 


tion was given the teachers by the 
young peoples’ organized Sunday 
School classes of the town. The 
teachers seemed to appreciate the 
cordiality of the Columbiana peo¬ 
ple. 

Devotional exercises were con¬ 
ducted Thursday morning by Rev. 
P. O. Walker, in which he asked 
the teachers to take Christ as their 
model. 

Mr. Ledbetter discussed “Good 
Teaching” in which he placed 
special stress on good discipline. 

Thursday afternoon Miss Brad¬ 
ford discussed the subject “As 
others see us,” in which she refer¬ 
red to personality of the teacher. 
The manner of the teacher, she 
said, “as the teacher, so the child.” 

The visitors to the Institute 
were Mr. W. C. Blasingame of 
Auburn who discussed the attrac¬ 
tiveness of home life and how to 
make home attractive. Mr. Blas¬ 
ingame is a very pleasing speaker; 
and Miss Burke, the illiteracy 
field agent. She discussed Read¬ 
ing Circle work, blit plaoed speoial 
emphasis on the Adult Schools, 
Tho is very much interested in re¬ 
moving illiteracy from our state. 

^Another enjoyable feature of 
the Institute was the reception 
given by the School Improvement 
Association Friday afternoon. 

The special music furnished by 
the quartet and individuals was 
very enjoyable. All told the Insti¬ 
tute was a success from start to 
finish and the teachers seemed to 
enjoy it more than usual and all 
went home with the determination 
to give the best support of their 
life to their work.

Overton Killed By Officers 
Near Owenton College 


David D. Overton, under death sentence for the murder of Probate Judge 
W.T, Lawler of Huntsville, and Tony Malino, convicted on a charge of mur¬ 
der, were shot and killed in a spirmish with Deputy Sheriffs White and Mc- 
Duff back of Birmingham College at Owenton at 6:15 o’clook last night. J, 
L. Latham who was with Overton and Malino when they were killed, was 
shot, but is alive and is now at the Hillman hospital, where it is thought he 
will recover. Seven deputies are searching the woods around Birmingham 
college and near Paatt City for Sain Messina, J, F. J. Annerssn and Franki 
Smith who were with Oventon when discovered, but who made their esoape 
while the firing was going on. Officials of the office of Sheriff Halson are 
confident that the other three men will be captured. Winters who escaped 
with Overton and his party yesterday morning, is believed to be in another 
part of the city as he is thought to have left the other six men immediately 
after escaping from jail. Deputies McDuff and White went to the Owenton 
college vicinity following a tip brought into the Sheriff’s, office about 5 
o’clock yesterday afternoon by a negro boy, whose name is unknown that a 
number of strange men had been seen in that neighborhood. They stopped 
and were talking to Joseph Tate, who prosecuted Overtou at Huntsville, 
when the six men ran across in front of the house. They pursued them and 
fround them in a briar patch back of Birmingham College, according to Mr. 
White. Overton had a rifle and Latham and Malino iiad pistols, acoording to 
Mr. White, and when he called “halt!” they immediately opened fire. Be¬ 
tween 40 and 50 shots were fired in the skirmish, and eight shots were fired 
by Overton. When he was captured this number of cartridges were gone 
from his rifle and four remained.— Birmingham Age-Herald March 21.

Washington, March 20.—For two 
hours today President Wilson discuss 
ed the international crisis with his 
cabinet and heard urgent suggestions 
that the date for the extra session of 
Congress, fixed at April 16, be set 
forward tj consider further ffleps in 
defense of American commerce 
against German submarines. It is 
understood there was not a dissent¬ 
ing voice against this advice. 

The President himself did not ex¬ 
press his views, and so far as could be 
learned later had not finally determin¬ 
ed upon the course to be pursued. The 
prevailing belief was that he would 
announce the call for an earlier meet¬ 
ing of Congress. 

Among officials virtually the unani¬ 
mous opinion is that in spite of the 
technical armed neutrality status ‘ of 
the United States, actually a state of 
war exists as a result of the ruthless 
destruction of American merchant 
ships and the killing of American 
citizens in defiance of international 
law and of the most solemn warnings 
one nation can give another,® The 
only question is what shall be done 
about it further than the arming of 
merchantmen to resist submarine at¬ 
tack, if they get the chance.

Huntsville, March 18.—After 
pending in the courts seven years, 
the tnit of the city of Hunl-vilLe 
against D. B. Llllard, former city 
clerk for the recovery of an alleged 
shortage approximating $4,000 
has been closed by a verdict by 
the jury for the defendant.

Goodwater, March 15.—The 
Court of County Commissioners of 
Coosa met in a special session this 
week. Among the matters attend¬ 
ed to at this term, was that of ar¬ 
ranging with Steiner Brothers, of 
Birmingham, for a loan of $10,000. 

Previous efforts had been made 
to obtain this loan, but owing to a 
general impression which prevailed 
that the County had about reached 
its limit on borrowing money, the 
Court had bee unable to obtain the 
money. However, a recent inves¬ 
tigation into the county’s financial 
condition disclosed that it could 
legally borrow as much as $35,000 
without exceeding the limit allow¬ 
ed by law. Interest bearing war¬ 
rants at 6 per cent will be issued 
by the Court. 

The money will be used in meet¬ 
ing an appropriation by the State 
and Federal government for con¬ 
structing a road from Rockford 
through to Elmore County.

Montgomery, March 15.—Fig¬ 
ures furnished by the State Audit¬ 
or show that taxes paid from the 
beginning of the present fiscal 
year, October 1, to March 15, total 
$3,576,782,86 as compared with 
$3,401,661.95 for the same period 
last year. 

General taxes, Confederate vet¬ 
eran tax and school tax show an 
increase, while there was a falling 
off in poll tax.

Third: The best quality of peanuts 
find a ready sale at top prices to the 
manufacturers of candy, of peanut but¬ 
ter and other confections. 

Fourth: Peanut cake (from the oil 
mills), fed to hogs, makes a vigor¬ 
ous growth and gain in weight and 
when properly "finished off” with 
corn, gives a firm meat with the fat 
containing a proper proportion 'of 
stearine for making g:od firm lard. . 

Feeding the wjjole nut to the hog 
Is a mistake for two reasons: First, 
the value or prof, f the oil is 
lost, and second, t..oil. of the nut 
gives tin excess or- .oil. over a earint- 


and produces in the hag a soft, flabby 
meat, tee fat of which will not pro¬ 
duce lard of a proper consistency. 

Fifth: The Peaiiut, being a legume, 
is a soil builder and adds nitrogen to 
the soil and works in splendidly in a 
rotation with cotcon or corn, both of 
which are voracious feeders on nitro¬ 
gen and requiring clean culture, rap¬ 
idly deplete the soil of nitrates. 

Proper Fertilization 

Because it is a legume, many peo¬ 
ple believe that it requires no fertili¬ 
sers and in this they are badly mis¬ 
taken. Nitrogen gathering nodules 
do not begin to form on the roots of 
the plant until the nut is two-thirds 
matured and if through lack of prop¬ 
er nourishment, the plant is allowed 
to languish until this stage is reach¬ 
ed, the crop will be greatly curtailed 
and profits lest.

An application of a fertilizer con¬ 
taining 12 per cent available phos¬ 
phoric acid, 1 12 to 2 per cent am¬ 
monia and 2 per cent potash, applied 
at the rate of from '400 to 600 pounds 
per acre, will ’make a crop of both 
nuts and hay suffi • ont to return the 
cost iOf the fertilizer and leave a hand¬ 
some profit while aA unfertilized crop 
will barely return cost of production. 

The Profit Value 

The profit value of an acre of well 
cultivated and fertilized peanuts "is 
equal to the profit va'ue cf an acre of 
cotton producing two-thirds cf a bale 
to the acre. 

The following tabulated cost and 
value estimated by Dr. J. N. Harper, 
clearly proves this point:

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High Cost of Living 
Again Goes Skyward 


Chicago, March 24.—Grain men, packers and provision dealers were 
a unit tonight in declaring that war will mean higher prices for every 
Staple article which feeds the nation. They stated that prices would 
go higher even with good crops this Summer and Fall. With a failure 
or partial failure unheardof prices were frankly forecasted. 

With foodstuffs, leather, and consequently shoes, cotton and 
woolens, will go higher, manufacturer? said. 

The effect of the approach of war was sharply marked in the grain 
and provision markets today. Cash wheat went to $2@2.25 a bushel 
for No 3 hard, a record since Civil War days. Corn sold at $1 19 a 
bushel and oats brought as high as 62^ cents. Rye sold at $1.65, a 
price never before recorded. 

Provisions, already out of reach, gained steadily during the week. 
The t.og market showed further evidence of halting at times, but 
end 'd active and higher Pork sold today on the board at $34 60 a 
barrel, a gain of $L 25 for the week. Lard showed a gain of 60 cents 
a barrel and ribs a sharp advance. 

The stock yards packers this week paid prices never before known. 
Fat cattle brought $12 85 a hundred pounds; hogs $15 25, and lambs 
$13 35 Sheep sold as high as $12.90 All are record figures for the 
loeaj yards 

B-sides the high prices packers already were handicapped by limit¬ 
ed supplies and inferior quality, denoting a scarcity in the country. 

Grajn futures also showed startling gains Following the settlement 
of the threatened railroad tie-up, the market assumed a bullish ten¬ 
dency, which predominated through the week. A virtual slate of war 
between the United States and the Central Powers also affected the pit

There is no doubt but what cot¬ 
ton will again reach 20 cents per 
pound before long. 




Plant plenty of food crops, and 
what little cotton you make have 
that for your surplus crop.

The early planting of cotton is 
urged this spring, and we hope 
that the farmers will take the 
timely advice and act accordingly. 


On account of the continued 
rainy weather.during the past sev 
eral weeks, the farmers will be de 
layed about a month in planting 
their crops. 


Cows and yearlings are bringing 
a fancy price in this county, and 
are scarce. This goes to prove 
that the farmers can make big 
money in raising livestock for the 
market.

Montgomery, March 18, 1917. 
Editor The Advertiser: 

Having seen some of the lands 
of Central Alabama, I see nothing 
in the way of making a profitable 
cotton crop any normal year if the 
following directions are carried 
out: 

1. Plant your eotton on well 
drained land and with a well pre¬ 
pared and fertilized seed bed. 

2. Begin cultivating as soon as 
the cotton is up, cultivating shal¬ 
low and fast every week if you can 

3. As soon as the weevils come 
out go to picking them ; go over 
the entire crop twice before the 
squares begin to form and mark 
go over those places where the 
weevils appear first as often as is 
possible. The more weevils we 
catch the more cotton we pick. 

4. After the equares begin to 
form go over the entire crop and 
pick up and destroy the punctured 
squares before each cultivation 
Do not cover them up, as that only 
helps them to hatch; this should 
be well done for a few -weevils al¬ 
lowed to hatch then will mean 
very short crop. 

Now, Mr. Editor, we are going 
to win in this fight if we follow the 
advice given above. I have seen a 
good crop of cotton made where 
the weevil got every square up to 
the 25th of June and I have seen a 
crop come up very short because a 
man thought he did not have 
enough weevils to hurt his cotton 
much and did not pick them close¬ 
ly. Let me emphasize this, for on 
this and the cultivation the whole 
thing hinges. Now let us plant 
what cotton we can handle right 
and make a crop on it. It can be 
done.

It', for instance, there is only enough 
nitrogen in the soii to produce 20 
bushels of corn or 175 pounds of cot¬ 
ton per acre, white there is enough 
plant food elements of other kinds to 
produce enormously more, how then 
can greater yields be obtained than the 
nitrogen will permit? 

The problem cf plant feeding is, 
therefore, no simple one. It has en¬ 
gaged long and most careful invests 
gations of scientists, who have delved 
deep into the mysteries of how plants 
feed and what they feed upon. On the 
basis of the most exact knowledge thus 
obtained, modern fertilizers have been 
manufactured. Soil deficiencies, or 
•‘Uniting factors,” modern fertilizers 
are designed to remove, and to call 
into fullest action the natural re¬ 
sources of the soil. 

Since there is a limiting factor In 
all soils, it is worth while for each 
farmer to undertake to remove that 
limitation. Intelligent use of fertiliz¬ 
ers will accomplish it, if food elements 
be this limiting factor. In. no other 
way can it be done than by the help 

food, in that plants will take'foods |man He must bring to the plant 

the tood it needs and cannot find when 


Plants must feed 
to grow. Four es¬ 
sential food ele¬ 
ments come from 
the air and six 
from th£ soil. 
Only three of 
those tltfit come 
from the soil fall 
short of crop re- 
quirments and 
iurve Ij ba sup¬ 
plied by man if the 
greatest yields 
are to be obtain¬ 
ed. These are Ni¬ 
trogen, Phospho¬ 
ric acid and pot¬ 
ash. Every soil may be said to have a 
limiting factor of production. This 
may be a shortage of some plant food 
element. If so, this should be sup¬ 
plied through fertilization if the larg¬ 
est possible yields are to be obtained. 
No matter how much of other plant 
food a soil may contain, if there is a 
shortage of nitrogen, for example, then 
nitrogen will fix the limits of produc¬ 
tion. Likewise with phosphoric acid or 
other elements.

The plant, of course, must be given 
the best of surroundings. It must not 
only have plenty of plant food, but 
the soil must be properly drained of 
excess water. It must be well supplied 
with lime, and organic matter; its 
moisture must be conserved, and 
weeds killed through proper cultural 
methods. These things man can pro¬ 
vide. Therefore, if man is not the 
“limiting factor” and he looks after 
the plant food requirements, the great¬ 
est possible yields will occur.
